Confirmation of Telephone Conference and Amendment 

This response is in reply to the telephone conference 
with the examiner on Friday, August 7, 2009. 

During the telephone conference, the examiner 
suggested that if claims 28, 30, 31 and 37 were amended 
as set forth below, then the examiner believes these 
claims would be allowable - pending the final approval of 
the Supervising Primary Examiner. The proposed 
amendments are as follows : 

28. (Currently amended) The method 
according to claim 27, further comprising: 

e . removing a sample of said 
medium from said reservoir after step 
c and before step d, in order to 
determine whether said medium should 
be replaced with new medium; 

f . adding fresh medium to said 
reservoir when necessary, after 
optional step e and before step d. 
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30. (Currently amended) The method 
according to claim 2 9 wherein said polymer 
is a polysaccharide , preferably alginate . 

31. (Currently amended) The method 
according to claim 29, wherein said cells 
are human cells , preferably 
cardiomyocytep . 

37. (Currently amended) The net- 
bioreactor according to claim 21, wherein 
any of said fluid distributor meshes 
comprise pores whose diameter is 2 mm.
